Due to the lack of obtaining a 
suitable candidate to represent 
this area in the assembly at Sac- 
ramento, Mr. Price was asked to 
reconsider his previous decision. 
Leslie Boyd, president. of the 
West End Republican assembly, 
presided at a meeting in Hotel 
Casa Blanca, Ontario, last night. 
Present were members of the as- 
sembly group as well as other in- 
terested citizens. It was at this 
meeting Mr. Boyd read a letter 
from Mr. Price announcing. that

Gavin thinks the danger of the 
military mind lies in spending its 
time now learning how to fight 
the last war better. On the other 
hand he doesn’t think war in the 
foreseeable future will be mere- 
ly a matter of pushbuttons. He 
believes the man who pulls the 
trigger will still be needed—but 
he wants to put wings on all the 
walking soldiers. 

“The future of our armed 
forces is in the air,” he says. 

What will future warfare be 
like? 

Well, Gavin thinks heachheads 
will be replaced by airheads' on 
enemy _ territory a full army 
landed by air and functioning in 
four to six days. 

Guided missiles with atom 
bombs as their probable warheads 

will have a global range but 
will be accurate only on targets 
a few hundred miles away. 

“Never again may troops con- 
cenfrate as they have in the 
past,” he says. “Never again 
may troops and ships congest a 
beach as they did after landing 
in the invasion of Normandy. 
Dispersion must govern all opera- 
tions of the future.” 

His sober conclusion: 

“The nation that in the future 
has the best trained and equip- 
ped airborne forces has the best 
chance or survival, Amd the na- 
tion or nations that control the 
air will control the peace.”

WASHINGTON (/#) — Econ- 
ome experts don’t always agree.
